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Summer  Orientation  Program

On  June  27,  many  new  Indian 
students  will  begin  building  their 
foundations  for  success  in  college. 
Willis  M.  Banks,  director  of  the 


summer  orientation  program,  said 
the  Indian  Education  Department 
has  received  67  applications  from 
students  for  this  summer’s  pro¬ 
gram. 


Orientation  for  other  new  BYU 
students  usually  ends  during  the 
first  week  of  a  new  semester.  The 
Indian  Education  Department, 
however,  combines  its  program 


with  the  regular  summer  term. 
During  the  8-week  term,  the  stu¬ 
dents  are  afforded  the  opportunity 
to  earn  college  credit,  go  on  field 
trips,  make  new  friends,  and  be¬ 
come  familiar  with  the  university. 

The  program’s  participants  are 
required  to  take  three  classes: 

class  in  creative  reading;  Effective 
Study  110,  a  one-credit  hour  class; 
and  Career  Exploration  116,  a 
one-half  credit  hour  class.  Each 
student  may  also  register  for  other 
100-level  classes  and  earn  6-7 
credit  hours  during  the  term. 

The  Career  Exploration  class 
will  be  taught  by  V.  Robert  West- 
over.  The  class  will  meet  once  a 
week  for  two  hours  and  will  ex¬ 
plore  the  world  of  work,  as  well  as 
assess  the  student’s  strengths  and 
interests.  Westover  said,  “The 
class  helps  the  student  in  making 
important  decisions  when  consid¬ 
ering  career  choices.  Students  as¬ 
sess  their  strengths  and  interests, 

is  available6  in" the  world  of  work, 
especially  on  the  reservations.  The 
class  exposes  the  student  to  more 
career  opportunities  than  there 

Brother  Banks  said  the  pro¬ 
gram’s  goals  are  to  give  the  stu¬ 
dents  effective  tools  for  success  in 
college  and  to  help  them  become 
aware  of  the  learning  opportu¬ 
nities  available  at  BYU. 

Field  trips  are  scheduled  each 
Friday  and  are  educational  and 
recreational  in  nature.  Trips  are 
scheduled  to  such  places  as  the 
KSL-TV  and  radio  station  in  Salt 
Lake  City  and  to  the  Geneva 


Steel  Works  in  Orem.  Included 
also  are  three  hospitals  in  Salt 
Lake  City  and  the  International 
Airport.  The  Manti  (LDS)  Pageant 
is  also  scheduled  for  the  group. 

Brother  Banks  said  past  partici¬ 
pants  have  endorsed  the  program 
100  per  cent.  He  further  stated 
that  many  of  the  most  successful 
students  at  BYU  are  those  who 
have  attended  the  summer  Indian 
Orientation  programs  in  the  past.
